As Neil Armstrong started his 
epic walk on the moon's surface, 
millions of people around the 
world watched this moment of 
history through the magic of 
television.

KEEP CHRISTMAS 


SAFE 


Every one knows that Christmas 
is awonderful time of year - but 
not as many realize that it can 
also be a season for accidents 
unless the proper precautions 
are taken. 

Mr. Hal Wright, Provincial 
Form Safety Specialist with the 
Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture and Food, suggests these 
safety measures at Christmas 
time: - 

The Christmas tree should be 
stood in woter and kept in water 
until it istime to take it down. 
This is not only good for the tree 
but is also extra insurance against 
fire. Flameproofing treatments are 
not always reliable and should 
not be relied on completely for 
fire prevention. 

IF yourtree is ametal one, only 7 
indirect lighting should be used 
to brighten it. Don't have Christ- 
mas tree lights festooned around 
it, as this can cause electric

shocks. Check all lighting 
strings for frayed wires, loose 
connections or broken sockets if 
you have a natural tree with 
direct lighting. All lights should 
be turned off at the power source 
itself whenever the house is left 
empty or when everyone has 
retired for the night. 

If possible use noncombustible 
materials such as glass, metal or 
asbestos for decorations, and 
dispose of all gift wrappings 
promptly, in the trash can out- 
side, rather than in the living- 
room fireplace.

$140,000 to a four-yeor research 
program aimed at developing a

Hydro in backing the $6 3/4 | 99.5 per cent efficient, 


million, three-phase study . Hope- 


fully Babcock-Wilcox Company 
in association with the Esso 
Research and Engineering Company 
will devise a system whereby 
sulphur dioxide con be recovered 
either as sulphuric acid in chem- 
ical plants or as elemental 
sulphur. 

Both are useful , and profitable 
by-products emitted from the 
combustion of coal. 

The move by Hydro is part of 
an intensive campaign by the 
Commission for clean air around 
its thermal-electric generating 
stations. 

In its drive to clean up the 
environment Hydro has set aside 
a million-and-a-half dollars for 
the study by its own researchers 
over the next five years of ther- 
mal plant stack gases. Hydro 
wants to know exactly what is 
coming out in the plume seen on 
clear cold days. 

Besides its funds for research 
Hydro has spent $40 million to 
date on air quality control equip- 
ment for its thermal plants. This 
expenditure includes installation 
of the most modern electrostatic 
precipitators available for the 
collection of fly ash, another 
main pollutant emitted through 
the combustion of coal. 

Precipitators at all Hydro's 
new plants either operating or 
under construction are rated 
while 
older units are being upgraded.

With Chemical 
Weed Killer 


During discussions following 
the report of county weed inspec- 
tor, Earl Mackey , Hostings coun- 
ty councillors learned that Chem- 
icols being used for spraying to 
control roadside brush and in 
combatting desease among pines, 
ore killing more than is intended. 

Mr. Mackey warned that the 
use of chemical brushkiller could 
become a bigger problem than 
the weeds ond brush. He said it 
may eventually be necessary to 
| do weed cutting. 

It is particularly important 
thot the chemical does not get 
into running streams and pollute 
the woter. 


In some cases, the sprays are 
so lethal, that they leach through 
the ground, killing small pine 
trees up to 60 ft. away. 

In one area in North Hastings 
two small blocks of timber were 
destroyed this way and lands and 
Forests officials were uncertain 
how long it would be before the 
ground would be suitable for tree

College Directors 
Meet To Discuss 
Curricula 


Directors of colleges and 
schools of agricultural technolog 
throughout the country were 
recently guests of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food, at the University of Guelpt 

They met to discuss the prob- 
lems of providing post-secondar 
school courses at the subprofes- 
sional level to students requiring 
training in many aspects of agri- 
culture. Information and view- 
points on the various program 
offered at the colleges were 
exchanged. The porticipants in 
the two-day meeting examined 
program content, admission 
requirements, technician train- 
ing, field studies, teaching 
methods, and program duratior 

Many of the programs present 
ly offered vary considerably. 


While most colleges provide two 
year courses, as do Centralia, 
Ridgetown, Kemptville, and the 
Ontorio Agricultural College in 
Ontario, other provinces, like 
Novo Scotia and Quebec offer o 
one-year program. On the othe 
hand, vocotional schools in 
British Columbia offer two sessions 
of six months each. 

The programs generally includ 
courses in agribusiness, farm 
equipment, crop and animal’ 
sciences, farm management, fooc 
technology ond processing, fert 
ilizers, commercial horticulture 
ond veterinary laboratory work. 
However, most colleges offer 
courses in some cnusual oreos - 
farrier science ond herdsmar 
techniques ore two examples.

County Council 
Supports Separate 
Planning Boards 


At the two-day December 
session of Hastings County Council 
held last week, a motion was 
passed stating Council's approval 
of separate planning boards for 
Belleville, Trenton and the 
county, with a combined over- 
all committee to ensure co-or- 
dination of the work of the three 
bodies. 

The motion accepted one of 
three recommendations from 
Municipal Affairs Minister Darcy 
McKeough in answer to an appli- 
cation by the county in June for 
a county-wide planning body. 

The other alternatives pro- 
posed by Mr. McKeough would 
have allowed forthe continuation 
of the present Belleville and 
Suburban Planning Board with the 
inclusion of all Thurlow; revival 
of the Trenton Planning Board to 
include Frankford and part of 
Sidney and a new planning area 
for the balance of the county. 

The second alternative pro- 
posed by Mr. McKeough was for 
a joint planning area for Belle- 
ville, Trenton and all of Hastings. 

Mr. McKeough said his first 
proposal seemed impractical 
because of the heavy financial 
burden it would impose on Frank- 
ford, Sidney and Thurlow. 

He suggested the county choose 
between the second proposal and 
the third, which called for replace: 
ment of present boards with separ- 
ate boards for Belleville, Tren- 
ton and the county. 

Marmora Reeve, Wm. Shannon 
chairman of the county planning 
and industrial committee emph- 
asized that council's choice 
would only be a basis from whick 
the county could proceed in its 
effort to Find a planning plateau. 
He said that this would be a 
starting point and details could 
be worked out loter. There was 
@ lengthy discussion following 
the proposal before a settlemen 
was made 7 

County planning is a ‘must’ 
ond the support of this proposal 
may well start things rolling in 
the proper direction.

Each generation seems to take 
a cue from the environment in 
which it was born for its subseq- 
vent activities. The off-spring 
of the Depression Years, for 
example, have been the prime 
movers behind the welfare state 
as a response to the social ills 
they suffered.

Demand for Poultry 


Increasing Steadily 


The demand for poultry meat 
will probably increase annually 
by 3.3% to 1980. This increase 
can be attributed to population 
growth, increased incomes, and 
other meat prices. 

Professor E. C. Hunt, Depart- 
ment of Poultry Science, Ontario 
Agricultural College, says that 
consumption of poultry meat has 
been increasing at the rate of 5.6% 
each yeor since the second World 
War. 

"Consumption of poultry meat 
has far surpassed the 1.3% rise in 
total per capita meat consumption" 
says Professor Hunt. 

After the war 
poultry meat consumed was of 
the heavy roasting type. With

Early efforts to combine 
the Paradise Tree and the 
Christmas Light pyramid are 
recorded in manuscripts from 
Germany dating to the 16th 
century, collected by the 
Hallmark Cards research li- 
brary.

His 
parishioners condemned the 
tree as pagan, but relented 
after an explanation of its 
religious aspects. 

Conservation-minded 
President Theodore Roose- 
velt again nearly stamped 
out the practice when he 
banned trees in the White 
House. After one of his sons 
sneaked a Christmas tree in- 
to tne White House, a for-. 
ester convinced the President 
that thinning helped forests. 

The tree that is common 
today is a combination of the 
religious elements. The ever- 
green with glass, plastic or 
metal balls hanging from it 
is the Paradise Tree with its 
apples. Lights, tinsel, angels, 
a star on top, ornaments and 
other “good things” reflect 
the Christmas Light.

A single letter might occu- 
py an entire page, and a 
complete scene or miniature 
painting might be contained 
within the boundaries of, for 
instance, an initial “C” or 
—-D” 

Some manuscripts, in fact, 
represent the work not only 
of more than one artist but 
of more than one generation 
of artists. 

Today, illuminated manu- 
scripts are treasures of li- 
braries and museums, and 
rightly so, for throughout a 
thousand years of Christian 
history, the art of illumina- 
tion brought an extra dimen- 
sion of beauty to manu- 
scripts that are, in them- 
selves, precious works of art.

Don’t Take Chances 
With Fire In Plans 
For Christmas Fun 


Any old tree comes radiantly 
to life with the addition of bright 
Christmas decorations, right? 

Wrong, says Fire Chief Al 
Fraser. Unless special care is 
taken in the choice of a Christ- 
mas tree, he warns, a happy hol- 
iday can turn ina flash through 
ablaze into terrible tragedy. 
The Chief urges the piblic to 
follow these riles when shopping | 
for a natural tree. 

First be sure the tree is green; 
and fresh. Tocheck this, test; 
twigs and needles to ensure they : 
are not dried ot. Keep the} 
tree outdoors or in an tnheated 
garage mntil it is time to set it 
np indoors. Then, cnt one or 
two inches diagonally «from the 
batt witha saw, and set up the 
tree in a stand which allows for 
immersion of the butt in water. 
Maintain the water level to cover

Set tip the tree away from any 
sonrce of heat sich asa fireplace, 
radiator, stove or TV set. Do 
not allow it to block access to 
any door or window. Never 
smoke near the tree, now allow 
matches or candles nearby. 

Check strings of electric lights 
for frayed cords or damaged 
insulation which might canse 
short circuits. Only lighting 
sets bearing the Canadian Stan- 
dards Association label should be 
bought, and only non-flammable 
decorations. 

"Flameproofing" of natural 
trees with chemical mixtures is 
not a sofe substitute for immer- 
sion of the butt in water, and is 
not recommended. Candles should 
never be sed as tree decorations, 
never anywhere in holders made 
from styrene foam,and preferably 
never at all. i 

Though the sofest tree isa 
fresh green one, with the butt 
immersed in water, if a tree is 
dried ont before it is setup in | 
water, it cannot regain a safe 
moisture level. If atest cf 
flexibility of twigs or needles 
shows thata tree is drying ont ; 
in the home, discard it. : 

Even ortificial trees present 
their own hazards. Metallic 
trees, die to the danger of short 
cirenits, should never be illum- 
inated by strings of electric lights. 
Floodlights should be used, 
remote from the tree. 

Plastic trees are all made of 
combustible materials, ond the 
safest one is therefore, one which 
would burn slowly. 

Gift wrappings should never 
be left to accumulate near the 
tree on Christmas morning, or 
whenever gifts are opened. Even 
a moist tree will burn if exposed 
to a ring of burning paper around 
the base. A dryer tree will burn 
furiously toa blackened stem in 
a few seconds, igniting all com- 
bustible furnishings nearby. 

Think about these things, says 
Fire Chief Fraser, and especially 
remember to keep an eye on 
little chikdren at this time of 
yeor. Never leave them alone 
for an instant, no matter how 
strong the temptation to pay a 
short visit to a neighbour, or

CROPS 


FOR recent ban on DDT should 
not cause field crop growers much 
of a problem in Ontario, except 
possibly where the control of 
cutworm in corn is concerned. 

So says Professor Harold Goble, 
Department of Zoology, Univer- 
sity of Guelph, who notes that 
even for cutworm, DDT was not 
recommended here in 1969. 

Among the replacements for 
DDT are a group of insecticides 
known as the organophosphates. 
This group contains some very 
effective, yet very dangerous to 
handle, materials. Two that ore 
still being widely used and are 
unaffected by the recent ban are 
parathion and phosdrin. 

Methoxychlor,  endosulfan 
(Thiodan) and carbary! (Sevin) 
will also be more widely used. 
These last three are relatively 
safe to se as far as the operator 
is concerned, and none shonld 
pollite the atmosphere if properly 
applied. 

Professor Goble points ont that 
growers should be as well inform- 
ed as possible on the hazards of 
using organophosphates. Rubber 
gloves, respirators, and protective 
clothing are required before some 
applications can be made. Grow- 
ers should be sure to enquire
